Always Ready For War Service at a 
Moment’a Notice. 

The total population of Switzerland 
is rather less than half the population 
of London alone, yet the plucky little 
republic can throw Into the field at a 
moment's notice four completely equip- 
ped and traloed army corpse to Ger- 
many’s and France's twenty and Eng: 
land's nominal eight. In proportion to 
her population as compared with Swit- 
verlaod, England should possess fifty. 

Every ablebodied Swiss is, ipso facto, 
a member of the army from eighteen 
lo forty-four, yet never docs one hear 
the least complaint made by a Swiss 
of whaterer social class at the triding 
sacrifice of tlne that his military 
«lutics demand, To watch a Swiss bat- 
tnlion on its way to maneuvers In 
camp or on Ita return Is to watch as 
contented, serviceable and cheerful a 
Jot of men as one could wish to meet. 

The only serious tax upon the time 
of the soldiers is the first two months 
of hard training as a recruit. After- 
ward sixteen days in camp every other 
year is all that Is required, of him, 
Tetween whiles be a! 3S with bis 
comrades—erery little village has its 
shooting range—because he lores It, 
and devotes a certain amount of.time 
voluntarily to the physical exercises 
he Is taught at school to keep himself 
ft. On Grst jolning be Is carefully 
examined as regards his suitability for 
this or that branch of the service and Is 
drafted Into that for which be Is best 
fitted, and he Invariably takes as great 
a pride in his regiment, battery or 
squadron as coukl any voluntarily en- 
listed man in our smartest corps at 
home. 

The Swiss army comprises 100 bat- 
talions of infantry and twenty-four 
squadrons of cavalry, with the neces- 
sary ordnance and departmental corps, 
while the artillery Includes forty- 
elght field batteries, ten batteries of 
position and two excelicnt mountain 
batteries.—Pall Mall Gazette.

Some Superstitions aud Odd Nelicla 
Concerning Them. 


tess, the eyebrows Lave been the cen- 
ter of a certaln amount of lore? and 
even superstition, “But the chicf, polut 
at which superstition gr folklore is 
found in this conection Is In’ those 
cases, pot Infrequent, where the eye 
brows meet. Everywhere this inceting 
of the brows has been held to be on!- 
nous In one way or another. 

Io some of our southern counties 
folks say that it Is good to have such 
brows, for the possessor will vever 
have trouble; but this Is a rare luter- 
pretation. Assa rule. the mecting 
brows are hehl to be of evil omen. 
Readers ef Charlies Kingsicy's “f'wo 
Years Ago” will remember Mrs. Har- 
vey’s face, which bad been handsom2 
and was still clever; “but the eye 
brows,” continues Kingsley, “crushed 
together downward above ber nose 
and, rising high at the outer corners, 
Indicated as surely as the reatless 
down drop eye-a character self con- 
scious, furtive, capable of great incon- 
sistencles, possibly of great deceits.” 

In tho Icelandic sagas a man with 
inectlng eyebrows I« sald to be one of 
the dreadful creaturea known as were- 
wolves, nod the same belicf has been 
traced Io Denmark and © Germany; 
whilo In Greece, saya Mr. Baring 
Gould, they are a sign that a man Is a 
vampire. In horror there {s little to 
choose between ramplrea and trere- 
wolves, A fanciful reason which hes 
been given for these superstitions Is 
that the meeilng brows resemble a but- 
terfly, “the famillar type of a soul 
ready to fly off and enter some other- 
boty.” This secms tolerably far 
fetched. 

In Hungary gypsy women and men 
whose eyebrows prow together are sup- 
posed to have in special degree the 
power to enchantment, and ng Illterate 
folk have a great dread of such mys- 
terious powers, especially as they may 
be supposed to be directed against the 
well being or happiness of thelr chil- 
dren, It need hantily be sald that a wan 
whose brows mect Is not a popular 
person. Even uow there are parts of 
England where a belief In witeheratt 
still lingers, and notSt very Joug ago 
iu Northumberland there were people 
who regurded n person whose eyebrows 
met as a witch or warlock, 

In the north of Aberdeenshire, ac- 
cording to the late Rev. Waller Gregor, 
who was a very competent nuthority on 
Seottish lore and customs, a “closebroot 
man”—that Is, oue whose. eyebrows 
mect—was reganied as belug Immoral. 
Elsewhere In Scotland one with “close 
Uroos" was rezandad as unlucky to be 
met as “first fit,” while other folk went 
a good deal further and regarded the 
unlucky possessor of “close broos” as 
one foredoomed to be Lauged.—London 
Globe -

Odds the Lenat of It. 

It Is a matter of twenty odd miles 
from Landon to Epsom, in whose ri- 
einity the historic race course lies, and 
samples of almost er: curious thing 
there Is In old England are to be scen 
along the various roadways. ‘If there 
were but one road to Epsom, half of 
the procession that starts from’ Lon- 
don on tho morning of Derby day 
would be left"strugxling tn the out- 
skirts of the city long after the great 
race had been run. But there are 
many, though nove too many, since 
each is packed fo the polut of discom- 
fort.from early dawn until far into the 
night. : 

The Derby Is a thing for the forelgn- 
er to nee once and erer afterward to 
bold Inu grateful memory, because it is 
an experience that could never repeat 
Itself to the satisfaction of the mere 
onlooker. W’rimarily it is, of courde, 
a horse race, but the race, which occu- 
ploa such a ficeting breath of time, is 
by long odds the Icast of it, Other. 
wise It Is an expreasion of Britishism 
such as may not be witnessed upon 
any other occasion, It is the one day 
fn the year, I believe, on which Eng- 
lish society levels itself out upon the 
first principle of the brotherhood of 
man. “Rich man, poor man, beggar 
man, thicf, doctor, lawyer, merchant, 
chief.” without disffoction and’ with 
perfect camaraderie, come together 
with the erident If unconscious pur- 
pose of proving that to be merely Brit- 
ish {s all that any true Briton cap rea- 
touably desire. 

The foreigners are the only specta- 
tors. Everybody else is “In the cast,” 
as [it were, and it fs dificult to jodge 
whether the king, with bis nobles and

History of the teprint on @ Pillar In 
the Church of St, Sophia, 

In the course of our exploration In 
Constantinople we visited a bullding 
In an obscure and poor quarter of 
Stamboul Inhabited solely by Mobam- 
medans, 

It Is called the Mosque Kahbrie, but 
it {s or was a church dedicated to the 
Blessed Virgin, The beauty of the 
mosque ceiling and walls not eren cen- 

*turies of neglect hare been able to ob- 
Ifterate. 

When we returned to the great 
Church of St. Sophia, now a mosque, 
and saw agalo the print of the bloody 
hand of Mohammed, which Is polnted 
out high up on the wall of that once 
Christian church, we understand its 
significance better than we had at first 
sight. 

Mobammed II, after advancing his 
outposts gradually and stealthily had 
Gnally, as if In a night, crossed tho 
Bosporus from Asia and raised his 
forts on the European side of the 
stream. Just the day before, on a 
trip up the Bosporus, we had seen the 
Fulos of those fortifications. 

The rulers of the city bad protested 
fn yaln against this encroachment, 
When the Moslems finally attacked 
the city the Christians fed {n terror to 
8t. Sophia, An anclent legend, firmly 
believed, promised that this sanctuary 
was absolutely safe. 

Mohammed proved the fallacy of 
their trust by breaklug down the doora, 
murderivg those who had sought safe- 
ty there, meu, women and children— 
so many of them that finally, forcing 
bis horse orer the great pile of di 
bodies, away up on the side of afillar 
be planted bis bloody hand on the 
clear wall in token of bis victory over 
the Christians. That gory band still 
overshadows the fairest portion of 
southeastera Europe.

“As the 
matier stands gliss is far too brit- 
tle (o by used for this purpose, but 
men of acicneer ricoznize the possi- 
bility of malleable gloss—ylasx xo 
tough amd bard, that i to suy, that 
it would be no mors é¢asily shaitered 
than wrought iron, and yet,retain 
the distinctive characteristics which 
at present govern its manufacture 
and use, From the past stories have 
come down to us of malleable glass, 
and it is related, for instance, that 
a man once brought tothe Emperor 
Tiberius a glass goblet which, being 
dashed to the ground, was only bent, 
and was easily straightened” again 
with a bammeg. Whether such tales 
are founded upon facts it is imnpus- 
sible to say. At the same time there 
is no room for doubt that malleable 
Jlass is not unly a scientific poasi- 
Lility, but that one of these days it 
Will become sn accomplishe fact. 
When that day arrives it wal revo. 
lutionize the manufacturing world. 
“Wut amuch as we want malleable 
glass, we want still more an artifi- 
cial substitute for rubber. Never 
was rubber more in demand than it 
is at the present day. By negtceting 
to replant the rubber forests tn the 
past manksod has brought itself to 
the verge of a rubber famine. Trecs 
are now being planted by the thou- 
studs in Ceylon, Leazil and else- 
where, but it will’ Bs a good many 
years before theses come io matur- 
ity. Meanwhile the demand for rub- 
ber has increased from hundreds to 
thousands, and there is no indication 
tha: it will do other than continue 
to inerease year by year. A single 
Atlantic cable, for exatmple,. uses up 
fully 500 tons of rabber tor insula. 
tion purposes, while moor and biey- 
ce tires call for a huge anmmual 
supply of the only suitable material 
for their manufacture which hasso 
far been discovered. How rich a -re- 
ward is waiting for the inventor of 
a aucceasful substitute! 

Zu conclusion, we may glance at 
one more preblem which has: puz- 
aled inventors for several genera- 
tions—to wit, how to harness the 
lightning. Everyone knows that the 
utmosphere is eharged with a vast 
and yerhaps limitless-supply ofelee 
tricity. If this could be turned to 
practical use, without the employ- 
ment of chemicals and costly ma- 
chinery, how yreat “would be the 
advantage that mankind would in- 
stantly enjoy. Every house might 
collect its own electric fluid, and the 
supply would be forthcoming {ree 
eratix and for nothing. <

Austria's Parliament Ends 
Fight For Univerzal Franchise

fare or charge of one penny for each 
mile traveled, and to provide that at 
least one train having in it third- 
class carriages, shall run every day 
throughout the length of the line, 
contrary to the provisions of sce.

A Citizen's Rights. 

The principle which governs the 
prosecution is that in the enforce- 
ment of o public right, and one in 
which the whole people are concerned, 
it is within the province of any citi- 
zen, whether he desires to travel or 
not, and even if he individually has 
received ‘no injury thereby, to come 
to the criminal court ‘and ask that 
“justice be done in the premises,” if 
a charter or sectionsof a charter is 
being violated to the dnjury of the 
public at large and the development 
of the country. On the other hand, the 
line of defence adopted by Mr. Hays’ 
counsel is, that by legislation known 
as the Special way Act, the Grand 
Trunk Co. can not compelled to 
have anything beyond a minimum 
and maximum tariff, and aro not 
obliged to have third-class carriages. 

Provides For Fine.

To Assist Cold Storase. 

Mr. Fisher, Minister of Agriculture, 
moved the House into committes to 
consider a proposed resolution declar+ 
ing: 

“That it is expedient to pass an 
act to encourage the establishment 
of cold storage warchowes for the 
preservation of perishable fool pro- 
ducts by granting aid out of the pub- 
lic funds towards the cost of construe- 
tion of such warehouses.” 

He explained that legislation was 
sought, authorizing the Government 
during the next fisca! year, to expend 
£1,000,000 for the establishment of cold 
storage warehouses for the better pr 
servation of perishable food products. 

The Minister of Acriculture will be 
empowered to enter info a contract 
nt his discretion with persons or com- 
panies establishing local cold storage 
depots. Upon the completion of any 
such plant to the satisfaction of the 
Minister, 10 per cent. of its coats is 
to be paid by the Government, and 
later on an additional 2) per cent. 

The Government is to retain con- 
trol of the rates to be charged for the 
service, and to prescribe the tempera- 
ture at which the cooling rooms are 
to be kept. The act will not apply 
to cold storage warchouses already in 
existence, but an effort will be mado 
not to have these Government-nided

The Intermediate Teriff. 

Respecting the so-called intermedi- 
ate tariff, Mr. Ficlding stated that be 
did not anticipate that it would ever 
become ‘effective as to the UC 
States. The people of that cc iy 
rave’ no sign of favoring recip 
legislation. The Government would 
not attempt to extend the intermedti- 
ate tariff to any country. So many 
nations had “favored nation clauses” 
in their treaties with Great Britain 
that to lower the dutics to one would 
automatically lower them as to many 
othera. This would apply, however, 
to Germany or the United States, for 
they had no such treatics with the 
mother country. 

Revolutionary. 

Hon. George E. Foster denounced 
the interinediate tariff. It waa reve- 
Jutionary. The Governor-t-Council at 
any time might so reduce the duties 
against the United States as to ser- 
lously endanger our manufacturing in- 
terests. 

Mr. Fielding thought,that Mr, Fos- 
ter was unduly alarmed. The pormit- 
ted reduction was only 21-3 to 5 per 
cont. of the general tariff. Opening 
the book at random, he selected the 
item of hair oil. Would there be any 
danger of revolution if the duty on 
hair oil, for example, was 321-2, in- 
stead of 35 per cent.? 

RB. L. Borden pointed out that there 
seemed to be no principl» upon which 
this’novel legislation jested. He was 
surprised at Mr. Fieiting's confession 
that Uni States reciprocity was 
out of the question. No such lan- 
guage was heard from the Liberals 
when they were trying to get into 
power on the platform of continental 
free trade. 

Hon. John Haggart also criticized 
the Government, and Mr. Foster 
pointed out that the reductions if 
made in favor of the United States, 
might disturb Canadian industries and 
lower the British preference. 












Assist Cold Storago. 


Chaellenze to Foster. 

Mr. Fielding: I hope the gentleman 
is not opposed to the princinte of the 
intermediate tariff, He will hardly 
venture to move to strike it out. 

Mr. Foster: Would not a clear con- 
fession do you prowl?

7.—Great Britain has 
made known to France and Spain her 
warm approval of their joint naval 
and military demonstration at Tan- 
rier, and the purpose of Great Brit- 
nin to continue her attitude of 
“hants off," while France and Spain 
are carrying out the spirit of the Al- 
geciras conference.

Montreal, Dec. &—The cdinflict ear- 
ried on for several weeks past between 
the Dominion Coal and the Dominion 
Iron and 8teel companies has cume 
to an end, and while some call it an 
armistice others designate it as a 
lasting peace. 

There will, however, unless contrary 
counsels prevail,‘be an appeal to the 
courts for the purpose of establishing 
the validity of the contract between 
the two corporations, snd this means 
that the cause celebre will be‘ear- 
ried to the Privy Council, loitering, no- 
doubt, a couple of years en route.

The fashion of sonnet writing was at 
its height in the sixteenth century,

pocts” in his own country and genera- 
tion, wrote over 000 sonnets, a total 
. which. appears only to have been ex- 
Be cecded by Gomez de Queredo, the 
Spanish Voltalre, who is said to have 
Written over 1,000. Fortunately’ for 
sonnet lovers some of the best pocts 
hate been prolific sonnetcers, Petrarch, 
who created the classic model which 
later pocts imitated, wrote 315. Cam- 
eens Is responsible for 252, Sir Phillp 
Sidney wrote 108, Spenser 83 ani 
Dante. §0. English sonnets were first 
written by Sir Thomas Wyatt (1503-42) 
gnd* Henry Howard, earl of Surrey 
(151747), and the first appearance of 
any in book form was tn:a’rare publl- 
cation briefly known as “Tottle’s Mis- 
cellany,” the full title being “Sougs and 
. Bonnettes writtca by the Right Hon- 
oure Lorde Henry Howard, late Earle 
of Surrey,-an] other” The greatest 
sonnetcers of our language are Bhake- 
speare, Milton, Wordsvworth and Hos-

London, Dec. 11.—Minister of Edu- 
cAtion Birrell announced in the House

MUSKRAT BUILDERS. 


‘The House Im the Meadow and How 
It Ie Constructed. 

I hate always been told that musk- 
rat houses mean a severe winter. In- 
atead of a sign of cold weather, the 
muskrat bouse means simply that oue 
or more muskrats hare chosen to lire 
tn the low meatlow or at tho shallow 
bead of the pond, where there Is no 
change to burrow underground and 
have a bedroom that cannot be Goode 
by the high thes of winter.

“Do you suppose you need tobace: 
On the day after you had dumped all 
the tobseco into the sea you would 
find that ity was very good for you 
and hard on the fishes. Tea rnd cof- 
fee, like aleohol and tobacco, are real- 
ly vot necessary; In fact, they mere- 
ly disturb the farnace of the body.” 

In conelusion, the profeasor plead- 
ed for the simple life, with plenty 
of fresh air and lots of good, hard 
work an the only mepns of attainiug 
comfort and peace. -

BIG MILKERS.IN-TEST 


Holstein Cow. Gives 131 Pounds 
| ~ of Milk in Two Days. 


Pauline de Khel, Owned by A. Bol- 
tort of Caszel-Tidy, Wins the Dalry 
Test Award ct Guelph—Great tn- 
terest Manifested In the Competi- 
tlon — Ayrshire Helfer Wins In 
Class Under Two Years, . 


Goclph, Dec. 13.— There were a 
large number of entries in the dairy 
test that was commenced last Friday, 
Ayrshires, Holsteins, Jerseys, Short- 
horns and Grades, entered into the 
competition, and great interest was 
evinced in the results. The grand 
award has cone to a Holstcin cow 
owned by H. Bollert of Casscl-Tidy, 
Pauline de Kohl. Her yield was 131 
pounds of -milk in two days, testing 
3.4, Her placing gave her about 140 
points. 

The award in the class under 43 
months went to any Ayrshire heifer, 

} 2 years old, owned by Alfred E. Hulet 
of Norwich. This one gave 77.2 pounds 
of milk in two days, and the very 
high test of 4.6, making 101.96 points 
in all. , 

The Ayrshires were out in 1 
numbers, and. sustained the credit of 
the breed admirably. The Holsteins 
also were in fine form, and their ad- 
mirers were never tired of viewing the 
well-cared for cows from the Tillson- 
burg and Norwich stables. But’ the 
Shorthorn men have reason to feel 
elated over the winnings.of the small 
herds that competed. A red cow of 
ho very special appearance, stood ninth 
in the test, and a year-old heifer 
also showed to a big advantage over 
many of her sister breeda of greater 
repute in the dairy building.

Four in all appeared, and these were 
so far advanced in milk that their 
returns in the flow did not score 
them enough points to qualify. 

As H. Bollert of Cassel sat down 
and took at noon a flowing pail of 
milk that weighed 22 pounda 14 
ounces, the admiring crowd were heard 
to make very unfavorable compari- 
sons of the average milking cow that 
is to be found on the Ontario farms. 
This cow comes from a deep milking 
atrain, and shows the advantage of 
breeding to stock with performance 
pedigrees. .

Farm Labor Problem, 

Last erening Capt. McGillivray of 
the Srlvation Army of London, gave 
an address on the farm labor prob- 
lem in Ontario. He outlined the work 
of the Army during the past year and 
spoxe of the many valuable European 
iinmigrants who adapt themselves 
easily to the situation, and make val- 
gable farm helpers. 

William Armstrong of Queenston,

Another farmer told of the avari- 
cious mothods of some of the farmers 
of the province. 

Prof. Grisdale Talks. 

Can a man increase the uscfulness 
of his dairy returns by a more liberal 
feeding? This was the question that 
Prof. Grisdale set out to answer in 
the affinnative. From returns reeviv- 
ed from the whole of the province, 
the dairy department have to conclude 
that the more liberal feeding will give 
profitable returns. The avcrace cow 
docs not appear to ts well onouch 
fed. Some herds give 8,000 pounds 
per cow per annum, and others give 
only 2,000 or 3,000 pounds. Letters are 
sent to those who have low returns 
and the results show that low returns 
are caused solely by poor feeding. 

What He Ssw In Quabec. 

During the past year tho professor 
made trips through Quebee and saw 
that while the June returns were food, 
September showed an immense {fell- 
ing off through poor pastures. No pro- 
vision had been made for this and 
the farmers had to suffer. 

Prof. Grisdale then related an e¢x- 
perience of his own. He took twenty. 
five head and fed generously and rot 
6,000 lbs. of milk next Fax’ He fed 
scientifically and according to the 
tastes of the dndisipuais: The 
were astounding.4fhe milk w: 
Ibs., and the cost was ‘leszencd. 

Milking Machines, 

Prof. H. H. Dean of the 0.A.C., in 
introducing the question of the suc 
cess of the milking machine, told of 
the 130 patents that had, been taken 
out in Canada sined 1870 for milking 
machines. He thought that the suc- 
censfal milking machine will be mo- 
delled after the hand milking of cows. 
The machine must be simple, cheap, 
minimum amount of power to oper- 
ate, and bo able to milk five or six 
cows at once.

while it seemed probable that defend- 
ant was gullty, he was not sure and, 
looking the Jury straight In the face, 
sald, “Are you?’ The defendant was 
nequitted, and afterwanl the real crim- 
inal was detected and punished. How 
different would have been the condtuct 
of many lawyers! Some would bare 
striven to Jead the judge Into technical 
errors with a view to an appeal fo a 
ligher court. Others would have be 
come hoarse In dentnelation of wit- 
nesses, deerylng the Iack of positive 
teatifuony and the marrelous virtue of 
2 reasonable doubt. The simple, 
straightforwant way of Lincoln, back- 
ed by the confidence of the jury, won. 
—D. J. Brewer in Atlantic.

Would Permit Peopte to Ssil 
Unused Railway Tickets. 


W. F. Maclean Moves to Repeal Sta- 
tute That Makes It Criminal to 
Sell Unused Portion of Tickets— 
Arraigns Minister of Justice For 
Fallure to Enforce Railway Act— 
Are Railways Entitled te Favor. 





Ottawa, Dec. 14.—In the House yes- | 


terday, Mr. W. F. Maclean moved 
for the second reading of his bill to 
Fepeal the statute taking it a crime 
for any one to sell except to a rail- 
way company, a railroad passenger 
ticket, or any unused portion thereof. 
Why Criminal? 

In opening, Mr. Maclean explained 
that since m6 it had been a criminal 
Offefice to sell a railway passenger 
ticket, or any unused portion there- 
of. Why should this be unlawful? A 
man could sell a broad ticket, a milk 
ticket. a the: ticket, but should 

sell a railway ticket he at once 
a criminal. In theory, the 
ticket holder could redee:n his unused 
ticket. As a matter of fact, h iv. 
ed but a portion of the pith paid, 
and only then alter a delay of from 
four to six weeks. This legislation 
was unique. New comers to Canada 
were astonished, and often inconveni- 
enced, to learn of our peculiar Jaw. 
A railway ticket is a mere token like 
a@ bank note or a postage stamp. ft 
should pass from hand to hand. Many 
round trip coupons and other rail- 
way tickets were never used. Why 
should this unearned profit go jo the 
railway companies? Why should Can- 
adian citizens be stigmatized as crim- 
inals for sclling their own property? 

Defy the Statutes, 

The only excuse or reason for re 
taining this law. must rely for sup- 
port, if support it had, upon the as- 
sumption that the railway companies, 
by their patriotic behavior and duti- 
ful conduct, deserved extraordinary 
favors {rom the people of Canada. Ele 
pointed out that so far from this be 
ing the care.’ that they had flouted 
and deficd every statute that did not 
suit them. 

He then reviewed the history of the 
penny-a-mile legislation in Canada. 
The G.T.R. for years ignozed it; then 
defied it;‘and now asked Parliament 
to repeal it. 

His Accomplishments. A 

We paid our Attorney-General, in: 
cluding indemnity, $9,500 a year, Mr. 
Roosevelt's: Atiomey-General go’ 
000 a year. Our Attorney- 
accomplishments against corpora 
could be summed up as nothing. The 
United States’ Attorney-General had 
collected $500,080 in penalties, In one 
day (Aug. 16 Inst} 5.000 voluntary re- 
ductiona in railroad rates had Len 
filed with the Interstate Commeres 
Commission. . 

After quoting Mr. Aylesworth’s re- 
mark, that it was nobody’x concern 
how a corporation over-eapitalized, 
Mr. Maclean quoted {rom Ehhu Root, 
United States Secretary of State, who, 
although for years a corzoration law- 
yer, and to-day one of the most emin- 
ent lawyers in the world, that de 
nounced watered stock as one of the 
Sreatest impediments to enforcing rea- 
sonable rates and fair treatment from 


failway companigs. 
Tidal Wive of indignation. 
“The preset enforcement of law 


in the United States," the speaker 
continued, “is not revolution. It was 
reaction against years of non-enfore- 
ment oflaws against corporate aggres- 
sion that finally aroused the people 
to savage indignation. A tidal wave 
of popular indignation is ising in this 
country agains? the Government's pol- 
icy of indifference.” 

“Will this Government have the 
audacity,”’ he asked, “to repeal that 
section of the charter of the G.T.R. 
requiring third-class service at two 
cents a mile?” 

Alter citing many acts of discrim- 
ination and oppression by fhe rail- 
ways, Mr. Maclean asked: “Are they 
entiled to have this extraordinary 
law remain on the statute book? The 
people demand the repeal of this re- 
markable statute—nowhere paralelled 
in the world, except in the railway-rid- 
den State of Pennsylyania—which 
brands as criminal the citizen who 
sell his own property if it happens 
to be a railway ticket.” 

They Enforce the Law. 

“In the United States,” he contin- 

ued, “they have laws which not only 






protect the people,, but impose the ; 


duty on the Attorney-General and all 
the attorneys representing the United 
States all over the country to enforce 
that law. As a consequence railroad 
after railroad there is obeying the 
law. Thousands of railroad tarifis 
have been revised and reduced in the 
interest of the people, not because 
they have an act on the statute book 
but because they have men charged 
with the sdiministration of the law 
who enforce it and sce that justice is 
done. We have no such thing in thi. 
country to-day. I have yet to hear

Minister Explains Why Mexico Has 
Taken Big Stride Forward. 

Mexico City, Dec. 17.—Minister of 
Finance Limantoar, in a remarkable 
speech to Congress Saturday, detailed 
the reasons which prompted the Mexi- 
can Government to consummate the 
Freat railroad merger by which Jit 
comes into possezsion of two great 
trunk lines of the country, with thou- 
sands of miles of subsidiary linesy 
With the control of the National and 
the Central’ roads ‘and dependent 
lines, the Government practically 
owns all of the big operating lines in 
the republic. 
~ The Minister summed up hia argu- 
ment as follows: ‘There are three 
main arguments for the  incorpora- 
tion of the two great syxtems of the 
National and the Central. Firat, ‘to 
avoid friction between the two dif- 
ferent Corporations when the two are 
competing linea, or when one of them 
fears being antagonized by a concert 
in which Government holds a control- 
ling interest; and, secondly, to avoid 
the absorption of properties not con- 
trolled by the Government by one of 
the great railway system of the United 
States; and, thirdly, the prospect of 
valizing ‘considerable economics 
through the consolidation of all the 
Freat, railways under a single manage- 
ten 

The speech. throughout its delivery 
wax frequently applauded. There 
seemed to be an overwhelming senti- 
ment in favor of the ideas, advanced 
by Minister Limantour.

* OSCILLATING CANDLE. 


1 Werks Like the Walking Beam 
ef a Watt.Kagiac, 

‘The little motor represented herewith 
operates not by steam nor by electric- 
ity nor by compressed alr. It possesses 
no boller, no cylinder,:no piston and 
consists simply of @° stearin’ candle, 
Tet :thp reader| take a candle and per- 
form the experiment for himself. In- 
sert in the center of the candle and at 
right angles with it the heads of two 
plas previously heated, These pina will 
constitute the axis of the motor and 
are to be placed upon the edge of two 
wineglasses, If the two ends of the 
candics are lighted they will burn, and 
a drop of stearin will fall into one of 
the plates placed beneath In order to 
recelre it, The equilibrium of the scale 
beam will be broken, and the other 
end of the candle will descend, caus- 








ing the end that has just lost the Orst 
drop of stearin to rise. This oecillatory 
motion will cause several drops to fall 
from the end that has just descended 
and which jn’its turn becomes the 
lighter and will therefore rise, while 
jhe other descends, and the oscillatory 
Motion, slight at first, will take on a 
greater and greater amplitude, the can- 
dle, slightly inclined upon the borizon 
at Grst, Goally taking a nearly vertical 
position. There in nothing more inter- 
esting than to watch this oscillatory 
motion, which does not cease unless 
one blows out the two flames or the 
two candies are entirely consumed— 
that Is to say, at the end of half an 
hour. If now It is desired to utilize the 
motion of the candle while it is in op- 
eration It may be connected by a thin 
fron wire with small fizures cut out of 
camiboard and jolated, to which it will 
alive a to and fro motion. It may be 
considered as the walking beam of a 
Watt engine, and to each extremity 
may be connected 2 small piston mov- 
ing In a vertical cylinder, Finally and 
more simply there may be fixed to the 
axis by means of pins, which will keep 
it at a distance In order to prevent the 
contact of the flames, a strip of lcht 
cardboard, representins a plank, to the 
extremities of which may be slued two 
Osurea that will play a secsaw and 
thus render the experiment still more 
attractive to the young.

“Conaidering the peculiar. relations 
that exist between the United States 
and Great Britain and the extraordin- 
ary complexity of the questions that 
ate continually cropping up between 
the two nations, the post of British 
Ambassador at, Washington may well 
be regarded as the most important of- 
fice in the diplomatic service of King 
Fdward. Its incumbent is required to 
fulfill the duties of his mission in auch 
4 manner as to promote harmony and 
good-will with the Government and 
People to whom he is accredited, with- 
out, however, sacrificing any of the 
interests confided to his care; to exe- 
cute tho instructions received from his 
chitf, the Secretary of State for For- 
cign Affairs in London, and to satisfy 
those British coloniea which by reason 
cf theic proximity to the United States 
are bound to become from time to time 
involved in controversies with the lat- 
ter. This is never an easy matter, For 
sometimes tho interests of the colon- 
ica clash with those of the Mother 
Country, while at other times the col- 
onies put forward pretensions and 
elnina upon the United Statea which 
the Imperial Government in England 
does not feel disposed to endorse. In- 
deed, the British Ambassador - at 
Washington is always exposed to the 
danger of being held up to obloquy in 
England's North American or West In- 
dian dependences for having neglect- 
ed to puaaihion with sufficient vigor 
issuea which it has been impossible 
to reconcile with the views of the For- 
eign Office. One of the most thorn 
problems, in fact, confronting the Ad- 
ministration in London is the question 
whether popular sentiment in the col- 
onies shall be contented at the expense

The Right Hon. Richard Burton Hal- 
dane, Secretary of State for War in 
the British Liberal inet, is not a 
warrior nora military man, but a sue 
cessful lawyer and a distinguished phi- 
lesopher.. His appointinent to hia pre- 
sent position tempted a srell-known 
German~statesman to make some caus- 
ts remarks about the peculiar doings 
of the English people. You are a 
curious race, you Englis!:,"* he exclaim- 
ed; “your — greatest philosophical 
lawyer you appoint to rule your arm- 
ie3, and your greatest philosophical 
historian you sct to govern Indian,” 

Mr. Haldane was born at Edinburgh 
in 1856 and was educated at Edinburgh 
University and at Goettingen. His fay- 
orite study was philosophy, and in this 
he so excelled at both seats of learn- 
ing that in 1976 he was appointed 
Gray and Ferguson scholar in philoso- 
phy at the four Scottish universities. 
In 1679 he was called to the Bar and 
was made a Q.C. in 1890. -This year 
he waa elected Lord Rector of Edin- 
bursh University. Mr. Haldane has 
written a number of books and essays, 
chiefly on philosophical subjects. He 
has ‘represented Haddingtonshire in 
the House of Commons since 1885.

P.E.1. Talks Secession. 

Mr. Martin (Con., P.E.1.), called 
attention to the present. paralysis of 
freight and passenger traffic between 
P. E. I. and the mainland. There were 
but three trips a week’ between Char- 
lottetown and Pictou. Why had not 
Mr. Brodeur carried out the promises 
of his predecessor and put on a third 
and more powerful boat to keep com- 
munication open. The people of P.E.I. 
could see only one remedy, and that 
was secession from Canada. 

Mr. Hughes (Lib., P.E.1) thought 
that a mistake had been made 
establishing two separate rout®s. 
There should. be two steamers be- 
tween Charlottetown and Pictou. He 
recommended that three boats be as- 
signed to the winter service. 

Mr. Lefurgey (Con., P.E.L) opposed 
stopping the western service to Sunny- 
side. That service should be contin- 
ued, but there should be an addition- 
al winter boat between Charlottetown 
and Pictou, or later on between 
Georgetown and Pictou. 

E. M. MacDonald (Lib., Picton, 
N.8.) said that Mr. Lefargey had com- 
plained that the steamship Stanley 
had not been sent to Sunnyside. The 
Minister had accommodated Mr. .Le- 
furgey, and now complaints came 
from P,E.I. that freight was congest- 
ed at Pictou. 

Mr. Brodeur’s Reoly. 

Mr. Brodeur submitted that it was 
impossible to please the people of 
P.E.1. Mr. Martin was at swords’ 

inta with Mr. Lefurgey, and both 
Joined in denouncing the Government. 
Hereafter he would. pay no attention 
to representations of members of 
Parliament, and would administer 
the matter as a business man in a 
business way. Herealter the “Minto” 
would run to Georgetown, instead of 
to Charlottetown, and the “Stanloy"* 
would ply between Pictou and George 
town. This arrangement should easily 
handle all the freight between P.E.I. 
and the mainland, e 

Mr. Emmerson suggested a third 
route, which would terminate in New 
Brunswick, 

Complaints Well Founded, 

R. L. Borden said the complaints 
from P.E.I. were perennial and, os a 
rule, well founded, Those complaints 
had been founded on the incapacity 
of the Marine Department. He sug- 
gested utilizing the “Arctic.” That 
ship could carry unlimited quantities 
of freight, and it would be no more 
abaurd to try to reach the North Pole 
through the Straits of Northumberland 
than it had been to reach it through 
Hucgon Bay. 

Talks Straight Secession. 

Mr. Martin warned Mr. Brodeur not 
to be misled by Mr. MacDonald and 
Mr. Hughes, Thezamite deceiving him. 
The péople of P.E.1, are fairly in re- 
volt. They were leaving the province 


until the province would be depopu- 
fot!

Mew It is A@ected by Vibration on 
Ocean Liners. 

“All bearts sound alike on these 
modern ships,” sald the surgeon of a 
transatlantic ner. “Although the hull 
of the average modern steamer Is bic- 
ger and supposedly Jess subject to the 
violence of the sea, the machinery to 
drive the enlarged hulls has been In- 
creased in alze. With tbe increase In 
the slze of the engines there bas fol- 
lowed greater vibration. * 

“If Is this vibration which makes It 
Impossible for us to read truly the 
action of the average human heart. 1 
have tricd repeatedly by all manner 
of means to overcome the Iiflvence of 
the ribration on the heart, but I find 
that by erg; swinging a patient In a 
bammock, where the shaking up Is not 
Rreatly felt, the result of’ the heart 
reading Is far from satisfactory. 

“The first day at sea In this ahip on 
hér maiden voyage I bad occasion to 
treat an Englishman who was en 
route to Canada on business. I was 
startled to bear his beart. Yet be had 
the finest kind of caniiae action,’ ns 1 
ascertained once the ship's machlacry 
stopped. I hare since found it to be 
an invariable rule that the engine's 
vibration makes It appear as though 
the heart of the average man was go- 
lng to stop before I could get the 
stethoscope away from his breast. 

“Vibration docs not burt’ the heart 
any. Do not make the mistake of sup- 
posing that it doca. “It Just sounds as 
though the end was positive, and, 
while the patient's beart is beating In 
regular form, the shaking of the’ ship 
decelres even the practiced ear.”

PERE-LA-CHAISE. 


Pameovs Nesting Place of the Great 
Dead of France. 

In the center of the most populous 
and hardest working part of Paris lies 
Pere-la-Chaine, the city of the dead. 
All fetes of the faubourg beat against 
the walls of this spot, which has Its 
own fetetwicea year, Within jess than 
a century this cemetery bas become 
the abode of at least 800,000 dead. It 
formerly formed a part of the domains 
of “the bishopric of Paris under the 
name Champ Lereque, Under Louls 
XIV, it was Lnown at Mont Louls. At 
last, May 21, 1804. the oficial opening 
of the new necropolis took place. 

The white mausoleums among the 
green trees remind the visitor of an 
oriental city, but It Is estimated that In 
twenty years there will not be space 
enonzh for one lone dead man. A cal- 
eutlation haa been made which would 
polnt to the fact that the sum of $5S0,- 
000,000 Is represented in these last 
sleeping places of man. Even though 
the French may not always be grateful 
during the life of their Iustrious cbil- 
dren, there is a mighty attempt after 
death to prove appreciation. Among 
the famous men who are today Ising 
calm. and belored In Pergla-Chaise are 
Kosainl, Rellini, Chopin, members of 
the famous Carnot family, Mollere, La 
Fontaine, Delacroix and Balzac, 

Ticre the tomb of IIeloiso and Abe- 
lard bs vialted continually by large num- 
bers of pilgrims, ard there is nerer an 
end to the sentime::t around the Gothic 
inonument rising from the bright hued 
geranivms and roses.

Niagara Falls, Ont., Dec. 27.—Froa: 
inhaling the poisonous [unies of ca- 
bonic acid gas ns they sat in a circle 
before the family hearth yesterday 
afternoon, four members of the [amily 
of James Harris, the father, mother 
and two children, are doad, and the 
sole remaining member, a girl of 3 
years, is not expected to live. 

James Harris lived in a little rough- 
cast oottage on Ferry street, at the 
south end of the city. At about 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon little Luc; 
Campbell, the 11-year-old daughter of 
©. F. Campbell, and niece of Mr. Har- 
ris, had been skaGng on the sidewalk 
and went into:the house of her uncly 
to get warm. Sitting in his chair in 
front of the natural ges stove was 
her uncte, apparently« asleep. That 
was ber first impression, but noticing 
ber sunt the floor with arms out- 
stretched foward the door, and the 
little baby girl, Gertrude. aged 5, both 
dead, and hor cousin, Myrtle, lying on 
the floor unconscious+and groaning, 
and smelling tho strong gas and fee!- 
ing herself- becoming partially over- 
come, she d the limp form of 
her cousin Myrtle out of the houses 
dropping her body on the snow. Sho 
then gave the alarm to a lineman 
working across the street. 

The man rushed into the houre, fol- 
lowed by others and found the father 
sitting in his chair cold in death, 
his wife and two young children both 
dead on the floor and a gas flume 
burning high up into the little living 
room, with two jets of the cas burner 
turned full on and a lid off the top 
of the stove.

On account Of his 20 yeara’ service 
n good deal of confidence was reposed 
in him, and he’ bore a good reputation 
rmong the business nen of the Royal 
City. The matter was kept secret, and 
no one suspected that his absence 
was connected with any defaleations. 
Although having charge of tho col- 
lecting. of accounts which often 
amounted to a big sum, everything 
had been found in order when he 
made his monthly statement a week 
or so prior. to his disappearance. 

Although. he handled such large 
sums, Walker was only receiving o 
alary of $50 a month, the ysual sti- 
pend paid to baggage agents through- 
out the middle: division. * 

The company have not had a sim- 
ilar case fer a number of years. 

_ Walker ia a man of about 59 years
